Likely, Folsom Says

WASHINGTON—tThe secretary of health, educa- 
tion and welfare Monday indicated that the administra- 
tion would accept a cost-of-living raise in old age and 
survivors’ insurance benefits. 


The testimony of Secretary Fol- 
som before the House Ways and 
Means Committee was that this 
could be done without a raise in 
payroll tax rates under these 
conditions: 

1. That the cost-of-living raise 
range from 8 per cent for the 
5,900,000 persons on OASI rolls 
prior to 1954 down on a gradu- 
ated scale for new beneficiaries. 


FIRST $4,800 


2. That the payroll tax be ap- 
plied to the first $4,800 in annual 
employe earnings instead of the 
first $4,200 as at present. The 
Dercentage payroll tax rate is 
2% per cent from both employer 
and employe. 


However, Folsom declared his 
opposition to the Forand Bill, or 
any other change in the OASI 
system requiring a raise in pay- 
roll tax rates, without an exten- 
sive prior study. 

The bill sponsored by Rep. 
Forand (D-RI) would provide for 
hospital and surgical care for 
the retired aged persons receiving 
social security benefits and their 
dependents. It would carry a pay- 
roll tax increase.

WASHINGTON — Sherman Ad- 
ams agreed Monday to appear be- 
fore congressional investigators 
Tuesday and answer questions on 
his approaches to federal agen- 
cies on behalf of a New England 
industrialist. 

With President Eisenhower's ap- 
proval, he said he was disposed to 
answer “every one’ of the ques- 
tions raised by his relationship 
with Bernard Goldfine of Boston. 

The assistant to the President 
announced his decision to go be- 
fore the Special House Subcom- 
mittee on Legislative Oversight as 
political pressure mounted that he 
give a full explanation of his as- 
sociation with Goldfine or risk un- 
dermining the administration and 
the Republican Party. 


MORE HOTEL BILLS 


His announcement came as the 
House subcommittee heard of 
more hotel bills paid for him by 
Goldfine and testimony that Fed- 
eral Trade Commission officials 
had rejected a recommendation 
that Goldfine be criminally prose- 
cuted for mislabeling textiles. 

The former governor of New 
Hampshire will appear Tuesday 
morning in open hearing before 
the subcommittee. Monday Rep. 
Harris (D-Ark), subcommittee 
chairman, announced he had in- 
vited Adams to appear. Asked if 
Adams would be placed under 
oath, Harris replied: “‘Yes, sir, if 
he testifies.” 

His action will break the prece- 
dent he has established since he 
came to the White House as the 
President’s chief of staff. He 
steadfastly has turned down invi- 
tations and appeals that he appear 
before congressional committees 
which have investigated various 
actions of the administration.

Space Board 


To Outrace Reds to Moon 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Senate swiftly approved a historic 
space bill Moonday to help the United States catch and surpass Rus- 
sia in the race for the moon and planets. 


The bill, shouted through by 
voice vote, would create a civilian 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration to direct this coun- 
try’s purely peaceful efforts in 
space. 


The new agency would be as 
important as the Atomic Energy 
Commission, created in another 
historic bill more than 10 years 
ago. 

A Senate-House conference 
committee will try to hammer out 
a compromise between the Sen- 
ate bill and a version passed by 
the House on June 2. Both bills 
are somewhat different than the 
measure proposed by President 
Eisenhower. 

The Senate acted after Demo- 
cratic Leader Lyndon B. Johnson 
(Tex) said: the bill raised no 
question of military or civilian 


control in space _ exploration. 
Johnson headed a special blue- 
ribbon Senate committee which 
drafted the bill. 

“That control will clearly, in 
the traditions of our country, and 
in accord with the fundamental 
principles upon which our gov- 
ernment flourishes, be civilian,” 
Johnson said. 

Like the President’s proposal 
and the House measure, the Sen- 
ate bill would create an agency 
run by a civilian director who 
would be the operational head of 
the non-military space program. 

Unlike the other two proposals, 
the Senate bill would make the 
new agency’s civilian efforts and 
the Defense Department’s mili- 
tary space efforts subject to the 
policy guidance and review of a 
seven-member space policy board,

Fighting 
In Beirut 


Eases Off 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — The 
raging battle for Beirut eased off 
Monday into sporadic rifle firing 
and explosions. Rebels warring 
against the pro-Western regime 
were reported to have discussed 
setting up their own government, 
but reached no conclusions. 

Fears spread through the capi- 
tal that this half-Christian, half- 
Moslem nation might be torn by 
a religious civil war. Moslem 
bands controlled one sector of 
Beirut and armed Christians in 
the government security forces 
patrolled the remainder of the 
city. ‘ 

CITY IS TENSE 

In the Moslem sector, rebel 
leader Saeb Salem told a news- 
man that civil war may well re- 
sult if President Camille Chamoun 
does not resign. 

The city was tense and jumpy. 
People stayed off the streets in 
fear a major clash might break 
out. Shops closed. Homes were 
tightly shuttered. Many inhabi- 
tants moved into mountain vil- 
lages for safety. 

The reported conference on a 
possible rebel government threat- 
ened to complicate matters even 
more for the government of Presi- 
dent Chamoun and Premier Sami 
Solh. It would have the effect of 
drawing the line. A rebel regime 
more than likely would invite 


recognition from other govern- 
ments. 


U.S., BRITAIN 


The United States and Britain 
are committed to the Chamoun 
government. The Soviet Union and 
President Nasser’s United Arab 
Republic probably would throw in 
with the rebels. 

It is into this troubled atmos- 
phere that U. N. Secretary Gener- 
al Dag Hammarskjold will come 
Wednesday to confer with observ- 
er teams ordered here by the Se- 
curity Council June 11. The ob- 
servers have orders to stop in- 
filtration of arms and men into 
Lebanon. This is a tough job along 
150 miles of mountainous border 
with the U.A.R. 


5,000 AMERICANS’ 


About 5,000 Americans in Leba- 
non have been told they may 
leave the country at U. S. expense 
if they wish to go. The U. S. 
Embassy, warning that the crisis 
in Lebanon could get worse, urged 
Americans to stay off the streets. 

Monday the U.S. State depart- 
ment advised American citizens 
against visiting the country. 

The fighting in Beirut since Sat- 
urday—gravest since the start of 
the rebellion May 10—killed 50 
persons in two days. Over-all cas- 
ualties have been estimated at 
more than 500.

Today’s brief ruling marked the 
fifth time in 12 years that the 
Supreme Court has refused to rule 
on the constitutionality of Geor- 
gia’s unique system of counting 
primary ballots. . 

The order noted, however, that 
Chief Justice Warren and Justices 
Black, Douglas and Brennan 
thought that “‘a rule to show cause 
should issue.” 

In other words, those four mem- 
bers of the court apparently 
thought the constitutionality of the 
system should be reviewed. The 
other five justices, who thought 
otherwise, are Clark, Frankfurt- 
er, Burton, Harlan and Whit- 
taker. 

The Supreme Court allowed the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors to file 
an amicus curiae (friend of the 
court) brief on behalf of Harts- 
field’s petition. But this did not 
affect the outcome. 

Acting as a citizen of Atlanta, 
rather than as mayor, Harts- 
field attacked the constitutionali- 
ty of the county unit system in 
federal district court last March. 

However, Judge Sloan refused 
to order a three-judge federal 
court to review the constitutionali- 
ty of the system as Hartsfield had 
requested.

AF Orders Space Glider To Carry 


Pilot and Bombs at 17,000 mph 


WASHINGTON—The Air Force | 


Monday ordered development of 
a space-age glider that would be 
boosted into the air by powerful 
rockets and then soar around the 
earth at near satellite speeds. 

Th2 project, which carries the 
code name of Dyna-Soar, repre- 
sents the most ambitious step yet 
undertaken by the United States 
to place a man in space. 

As the space-age bomber of 
tomorrow, the Dyna-Soar vehicle 
will be a combination of the bal- 
listic missile and the winged air- 
plane or glider. The vehicle will 
use the’ centrifugal force im- 
parted by its rocket boosters 
combined with aerodynamic lift 
of its wings to glide around the 
earth at hypersonic speeds. 

This principle of flight, known 
as boost-glide flight, is reflected

US. Loses 
In Court on 
Passports 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The Su- 
preme Court ruled Monday that 
the State Department lacks au- 
thority to deny passports on the 
basis of an inquiry into an appli- 
cant’t beliefs and associations. 


The court divided 5-4. The ma- 
jority opinion, by Justice Douglas, 
dealt a shattering blow to depart- 
ment policy. It has been requiring 
passport applicants to file non- 
Communist affidavits, and has 
been denying passports to sus- 
pected Communists and support- 
ers of Red movements. 

Justice Clark, who spoke for the 
dissenters, said he felt the secre- 
tary of state “is authorized to 
deny a passport to an applicant 
who is going abroad with the pur- 
pose of engaging in activities that 


would advance the Communist 
cause.”” 

Douglas said Rockwell Kent, 76- 
year old artist, and Dr. Walter 
Briehl, Los Angeles psychiatrist, 


refusing to say whether they were 
or ever had been Communists | 
“may or may not be Commu-| 
nists.”” 

But assuming they are, Douglas 
wrote, the only law which Con- 
gress has passed expressly curtail- 
ing the movement of Communists 
across America’s borders has not 
yet become effective.

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Unit Ruling Leaves 
Inequities With Us 


The Supreme Court’s close decision on 
Mayor Hartsfield’s petition that a spe- 
cial three-judge federal district court be 
set up to rule on the constitutionality of 
Georgia’s county unit system sustains the 


earlier ruling by Judge Boyd Sloan. 


Judge Sloan refused to refer the suit 
to a three-judge court, saying no fed- 
eral question was involved. 

' The Supreme Court vote of 5-4, how- 
ever, should serve as a warning to those 
who adamantly insist upon no modifica- 
tidén of the present unjust and inequita- 
ble system. It lends support to the idea 
that unless there is such a modification 
the entire structure sooner or later will 
fall of its own weight. 

No matter how the politicians ration- 
alize the present inequities, not only in 
voting in the primaries but in representa- 
tion in the General Assembly, it is wrong 


to deny more voting equality to populous - 


counties and to refuse them better appor- 
tionment in the General Assembly. 

The Neill Primary Act of 1917 was 
unjust at the time of its passage. But 


at that time the eight largest counties © 


in the state had 21 per cent of the popu- 
lation. Today that percentage has risen to 
39 per cent and is still increasing. Thus 
the number of people whose votes have 
been diluted constantly is on the rise. 

It is not fair for residents of a county 
of more than half a million population to 
have only one third of the unit votes of 
a county with less than three thousand. 
One unit vote in Echols County, for in- 
stance, represents 1,247 citizens while one 
in Fulton represents 78,928 residents. In 
the name of simple justice, can anyone 
claim this to be fair representation? 

Those who uphold the present ex- 
treme system on the ground that it pre- 
vents control of the state by city ma- 
chines have little confidence in the abil- 
ity of people to govern themselves. By 
the same token, it does encourage state 
machine politics and a host of extrava~ 
gant and loose practices which cost tax- 
payers dearly. 

. This taxation without representation 
ie the greatest weakness of the present 
county unit system 

The Supreme Court's decision again 
did not rule on the constitutionality of 
the system. But those who insist on 
maintaining the present status quo could 
learn a lesson by closeness of the vote. 
Mayor Hartsfield has done Georgians a 
favor and has performed a public service 
in bringing before the whole state the 
seriousness of this problem.

In Their Use of Lights 


‘Vandals who invaded the sanctum 
sanctorum of the Ku Klux Klan chapter 
at Nashville, Ga., performed such das- 
tardly deeds as tearing off a corner of 

Berrien County being somewhat out 
of the jurisdiction of the Lumbee In- 
dians, who did such a great job of rout- 
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ing the Kluxers in North Carolin&, the 
finger of suspicion has been pointed at 
smaller fry. 

The sheriff expressed belief it was a 
prank carried out by some boys who 
wandered upstairs from the city swim- 
ming pool dressing ’rooms. 


Incredible as it may seem, Klan head- 
quarters are located in a couple of rooms 
in an old grammar school building which 
also houses the pool’s dressing rooms, 
kindergarten quarters and a recreation 
center for the Nashville Woman’s Club. 
That’s about as sharp a contrast in groups 
as can be squeezed into one building. 


The Kluxers have a legal agreement 
with the city to use the rooms for $12 a 
year as payments for lights. While fail- 
ing to see how the city fathers can jus- 
tify allowing the Klan to share a build- 
ing with worthwhile groups, we doubt 
that the city will lose money on the light 
bill.

Atlanta and the South 
Owe Much to Railroads 


Today Atlanta will be host to « dis- 
tinguished group of railroad officials, 
including members of the boards of di- 
rectors of Atlantic Coast Line, Louisville 
and Nashville and the Charleston and 
Western Carolina Railway. 


They will launch from here an inspec- 
tion tour of properties and facilities in 
Georgia, Tennessee and South Caro- 
lina. 

These officials, of course, are heartily 
welcome. Their railroads have played 
a major role in shaping Atlanta’s growth 
and in providing transportation in build- 
ing the region’s economy. The debt owed 
the railroads by each of us, our towns, 
counties and villages is so obvious it 
should escape nobody. 

But today these three lines which 
have meant so much to the Southeast 
share the grave situation which faces the 
entire railway industry. W. T. Rice, 
president of the Atlantic Coast Line, says 
that unless some relief is forthcoming, 
an industry that is “basic to our Ameri- 
can way of life” is facing disaster. 

In 1946, Mr. Rice points out, the net 
working capital of railroads serving the 
Southeast was 269 million dollars. The 
year-end working capital of these roads 
in 1957 was only 79 million dollars. If 
this decline continues, he says, “rail- 
roads cannot survive.” 

Congress is considering ways and 
means of giving railroads relief: from 
some of the regulations and restrictions 
which they say are strangling them and 
to help restore their competitive position. 
We agree that railroads are basic to the 
American economy and urge Congress to 
give them the necessary means to survive.

Revenue Commissioner T. V. Williams

merit system and Goy. Griffin’s order 
for compliance with its requirements. 


The latest report from Merit System 
Director E. L. Swain shows there are 250 
employes in the revenue department 
whose appointments are not in order. In 
addition, 134 other employes of the de- 
partment are being paid at variance with 
merit system scales, 

This means that Williams has made 
very little progress toward getting his 
house in order since being directed to do 
so six weeks previously, At that time more 
than 300 of his employes had not been 
appointed in accordance with merit sys- 
tem regulations. 

Why does Williams persist in making 
a farce of merit system rules? One school 
of thought is that he does so in order to 
reward his favorites with plush jobs re- 
quiring little work and to punish those 
who don’t jump through the hoop as 
often and quickly as he would like them 
to do.

Atlanta—I would like to call at- 
tention to an article by Dr. Clyde 
Greenway, president of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia College of Ag- 
riculture Alumni Assn., in the 
June 11 edition of the Georgia 
Market Bulletin. 

He contends that the way to 
cure the nation’s economic ills is 
to cure the ills of agriculture. 
There is much merit in his state- 
ment. 

Dr. Greenway pointed out that 
agriculture serves as the basis 
for 35 to 40 per cent of the jobs 
of all workers in this country even 
though only 12 per cent of the 
people make their living directly 
from the farm. 

These facts to a large extent 
have been ignored by the present 
administration. 

Farmers are the low men on 
the totem pole in the eyes of Ei- 
senhower, Adams, Benson & Co. 
They have formulated an un- 
realistic agricultural policy which 
even as a stopgap measure is 
pitifully inadequate.

Georgia's Probation System 


Proves Workable, Effective 


Georgians have received some good news on the state’s coin- 
paratively new parole system. Hugh Carney, chairman of the State 
Board of Probation, recently pointed out that if the 5,050 people 
placed on probation during 1957 had gone to prison instead, it would 
have cost the taxpayers of Georgia more than two million dollars. 


The figures were based on the 
estimated cost to the state of $440 
per prisoner per year. Actually, 
of course, the indirect loss to the 
state is much greater. 

Frequently the families of pris- 
oners become charity cases, add- 
ing to the over-all cost that must 
be borne by the taxpayers. 


Georgia was behind. most states 
in setting up a parole system. It 
wasn’t until two years ago — July 
of 1956 to be exact — that the 
program was started in the state. 


Since its inauguration more 
than 9,500 people have been within 
the jurisdiction of the probation 
system. 

Not only has the program 
served the humanitarian purpose 
of giving first offenders a chance 
to go straight, but it has also 
helped to relieve overcrowding in 
state prisons. : 

Even with the new statewide 
system of prison branches, Geor- 
gia prisons were virtually burst- 
ing at the seams two years ago. 

The parole system has eased 
the situation appreciably. -

son was almost successful in fighting off the Democratic presidential 
nomination in 1952 when without having to lift a finger it was pressed 


upon him by President Truman. 

Then in 1956 Stevenson was al- 
most unsuccessful in fighting his 
way to the nomination in the 
course of a long series of bitter 
primary contests with Sen. Estes 
Kefauver. 

No wonder he looks back with 
horror upon his political blood- 
letting experience with Kefauver. 
He is through with primaries as 
far as he is concerned and has 
said so. He thinks the presidential 
primary ought to be discarded as 
a “mostly useless’ institution 
which is too costly physically and 
financially and which does little 
but destroy candidates. 

He doesn’t see how any gov- 
ernor or senator or other govern- 
ment official can possibly spare 
the time — or the strength and 
money—to carry on a long and 
harassing primary campaign. 

Stevenson may be right — al- 


though Gov. Dewey did it two or 


three times, Sen. Taft did it two 
or there times; and few people 
ever felt that they neglected their 
work. 

I share Stevenson’s conclusion, 


Republican voters have a good 
opportunity to share in deciding 
the men their parties are going 
to run for the presidency. 
Unless the present primary 
system can be strengthened—per- 
haps in the form of a national 
advisory referendum not legally 
binding on the conventions—then 
you have to agree, I think, that 
at present it distorts voter opinion 
and might well be discarded. 


The present primary system is 
a pretty diluted and neglected af- 
fair. It is neglected by the voters 
and often neglected by the candi- 
dates. The primary system suf- 
fers at least a triple dilution: 

Presidential primaries of any 
kind are held in only a small 
minority of states. 

In only a minority of this mi- 
nority of states are the results 
of the primary voting binding on 
the delegates. 

Finally, the potential presiden- 
tial candidates usually enter only 
a small: number of this minority 
of states and only in a still slim-

“The inequities of the county 
unit system grow each year,”’ he 
said.

“I am absolutely confident that 
a court will someday strike down 
the Georgia county unit system as 
the Tennessee Supreme Court in- 
validated the Tennessee county 
unit system in 1938," Abram said. 

“Because of the time factor,’

An FTC attorney 
described it as a routine inquiry 
which led the commission inves- 
tigators to Northfield Mills. 

Northfield was one of three 
Goldfine companies cited by the 
FTC for violations of the federal

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guys who target practice at 
floating tin cans, light bulbs and 
sticks. I’ve heard them shoot- 
ing on many of the lakes I’ve 
fished during the past year. As 
far as I can learn, none of the 
flying lead has ever found a 
human mark, but being on a 
lake with shooters around is one 
of the best ways I know to get 
a quick case of ulcers. 

With the increasing number 
of fishermen. and boaters, many 
of the states are now consider- 
ing a boating code, or regula- 
tions for safe operation for all 
types of craft. Included in this 
should be a section devoted 
to the use of firearms on the 
water, and even within reason- 
able proximity of its shore line. 

Migratory waterfowl gunners 
in season with shotguns, are 
generally no threat to persons 
who use a lake for fishing. And 
the pleasure boaters, skiers and 
swimmers seldom carry over 
into the cold months of the year. 

Squirrel hunters and even 
deer shooters around a lake, 
pose no problem, though I know 
one fellow who will not even 
fish Lake Burton in the fall 
when a deer hunt is on in that 
group of counties. He says that 
with all the tyros loose in the 
woods, someone might mistake 
his boat for a swimming buck, 
so he stays home until the gun- 
ners are out of season again. 

The real threat is the sum- 
mertime plinker, when the lake 
is crowded. Flying lead is as 
dangerous on the water as it is 
on crowded highways, and we 
have laws against shooting 
within a certain distance of pub- 
lic roads. 

So if you feel the need for 
plinking with any of your guns 
this summer, don’t do it around 
a lake. Get a secluded spot in 
the woods, some place where 
your lead will go into the ground 
whether you hit or miss your 
target, and get permission from 
the landowner before you shoot. 

All the fishermen and others 
who use our lakes, will join me 
in appreciating your thoughtful- 
ness in not adding that particul- 
ar element of danger to the all- 
too-few days we have to spend 
on the water.

Busy and Efficient 


Some persons wonder whether 
the work of the Food and Drug 
Administration is worthwhile. The 
report of its activities that comes 
to my office shows how busy 
this organization is. In January, 
for example, 512 tons of contam- 
iaated and unfit food were taken 
in 98 court actions.

Among the items seized were 
vegetabies bearing excessive res- 
idues of DDT or other pesticides, 
chili powder containing glass 
fragments, olive oil to which 
camphorated oil had been added, 
and animal feeds contaminated 
with mineral oil. 
More than three-fourths of the 
material seized was filthy or de- 
composed. Five other seizures 
charged substitution of cheaper 
ingredients for those declared on 
the labels, or for short weight. 
Included were nut cakes that 
omitted nuts, oysters containing 
excess water, and the substitution 
of red pepper skins for pimentos 
in stuffed anchovies, bonito for 
tuna fish, and cottonseed oil for 
clive oil. 
Some producers and manufac- 
turers have no conscience about 
their fellow man. They live by 
the philosophy—what people don’t 
know won't hurt them (caveat 
emptor). In some instances, how-

But, curiously enough, fencing 
got its big forward thust when 
gunpowder was invented. Gun- 
powder outdated heavy armor 
and knights had to develop fast, 
light weapons for war. The 
smallsword gradually became 
the epee and the broadsword 
evolved into the saber. 


But gunpowder led to the end 


of swordplay as a threat in war. ©

veloped fired bullets quicker

his sword. 

For modern fencing, all three 
weapons are blunted at the 
points and edges. The foil and 
epee are piercing weapons only, 
but the saber pierces and cuts. 
Each weapon is used with cer- 
tain style, form and rules. 


Fencers wear face masks, 
heavy gloves and body protec- 
tion so that injuries do not oc- 
cur, except to the pride of the 
touched. A touche means a 
touch on the opponent’s body 
with the blade of the weapon. 

Mr. Morenus lovingly ex- 
plained the fine points of the art, 
insisting that he is not a skilled 
swordsman. ‘““I’m a very good 
example of someone who started 
a sport too late,” he declared.

India Socialists 


Aroused Over Famine 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI)—The 
opposition Socialist party threat- 
ened Sunday to launch a civil dis- 
obedience movement to protest 
against alleged famine conditions 
in Premier Jawaharlal Nehru’s 
home state of Uttar Pradesh. The 
Socialists have accused Nehru’s 
congress party government of ne- 
glecting the plight of the people 
in Uttar Pradesh. Socialist leader 
Genda Singh. claims that 2,000 
persons have died of starvation 
there in the past six months. 
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
